herself to"nid materially in'the recov- 
ery of her: pationt. 

Everything possible should be done 
to bring health back to the sick per- 
gon. The food which is caten plays an 
important part in making a recovery, 
just as it ddes in keeping well. 

In planning thé diet for an inyalid, 
one must ‘temomber that the patient 
is not a burdie of separate organisms 
but fg au organic whole and that the 
diet must de directed toward the necds 
of the whole man as well as toward 


fhe neods of his disease. People react 


‘differently to the same diet just ay 
they do to the samo drugs, so that no 
4ron-bound. tules can be nid dewn. 
However, there are general principles 
which eau be followed. 

Inyalid diets must accomplish sever- 
al thinga: 

1, Thoy must supply necessary nour 
jahmont in easily digoated form, free 
from harmful substances. 

2, Thoy must help carry off excess 
of waste, o liquid diets, 

$. Thoy must build up lost tissue. 

4. They must help natura in certain 
curative processer whieh may be done 
either by feeding or withholding cer- 
tain foods. 

Dieta may bo classified as follows: 

I, Gonoral dicts, 

1, Liquid diet. 
2 Light-~soft dict. 
3, Convalascont dict. 

II, Special dicts, 

i, a. Dinhotic dicts, ete. 

1, Liquid diet includes milk in all 
forms, broths, beef juico, beat tea, tea, 
coffer, cocoa, fruit boverages, barley 
and rico water, tonat water, albumen 
Grinks, gruols and milk soups, 

2, Light—soft diet includes all of 
the liquid dict with the addition of 
eggs, poached or soft cooked; broths 
and voups with grains; carcnls; toast, 
in all forms; eustarda; farinacsous pud- 
dings; jullica; junkets; iee cream astd 
een, 

3, Convalescont diet includes all of 
tho Hquid and light soft dicta, with: 
egga in all forms, except hard cooked 
whites; simple vegetables, pens, aypara- 
guy, spinach, enuliflower; potatoes in 
all forms oxeept fried; sweotbreails; 
calves’ brains, squab; chicken and deli- 
cate fishy fruits, deverts, except paa- 
tries nnd rich enkes; occasionally 
ekops and ateak aro allowed, 

Special dicts should be made out un- 
der the direction of a physician. 

Great enre should be taken in cook- 
ing for an invalid, Poorly cooked food 
is harder to digest then well cooked 
fond, 

The nurse cannot be too particalar 
about werving food to an invalid, The 
attractive appearance of the tray anid 
the food will stimulate the appetite 
and the flow of the digestiva secre- 
tions, Small portions of food should 
‘tes served as too large portions may 
take away the appetite. The tray cloth 
should be anowy white and the dishes

Tho shortage of potash salte In thy 
United States in 1014 wag further ae- 
eentunted by tha German emlsirgo on 
export nt tho ond of January, 1916. 
In apite of the interruptions to tho 
normal trade in potash anit, the im- 
ports of salts proper in 1914 amountod 
to 495,818,459 pounds, valued at $8,743,- 
973, according to a statement by W. (. 
Phiten, just mado public by the United 
States Geologleal Survey, These fig- 
urea represent a deerenss in quantity 
and value amounting to 21 per cent and 
19 per cent, respectively, compared 
with 1913. These figures, however, do 
not represent the total imports of pot- 
teh salts. ‘There should be added the 
quantity and valuo of kainito and ma- 
nuro salts imported, amounting in 1914 
to 492,867 tons, valued at $3,507,690, 
making a total importation during the 
year valued at $19,141,563, compared 
with $15,241,162 it Wld-a decrease 
amounting to $3,000,590 or spproxti- 
imately 20 per cont.
